creating new sections; making appropriations and authorizing4

expenditures for capital improvements; and declaring an emergency.5

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:6

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) The transportation budget of the state8

is hereby adopted and, subject to the provisions set forth, the several9

amounts specified, or as much thereof as may be necessary to accomplish10

the purposes designated, are hereby appropriated from the several11

accounts and funds named to the designated state agencies and offices12

for employee compensation and other expenses, for capital projects, and13

for other specified purposes, including the payment of any final14

judgments arising out of such activities, for the period ending June15

30, 2003.16
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(2) Legislation with fiscal impacts enacted in the 2001 legislative1

session not assumed in this act are not funded in the 2001-032

transportation budget.3

(3) Unless the context clearly requires otherwise, the definitions4

in this subsection apply throughout this act.5

(a) "Fiscal year 2002" or "FY 2002" means the fiscal year ending6

June 30, 2002.7

(b) "Fiscal year 2003" or "FY 2003" means the fiscal year ending8

June 30, 2003.9

(c) "FTE" means full-time equivalent.10

(d) "Lapse" or "revert" means the amount shall return to an11

unappropriated status.12

(e) "Provided solely" means the specified amount may be spent only13

for the specified purpose.14

(f) "Performance-based budgeting" means a budget that bases15

resource needs on quantified outcomes and results expected from use of16

the total appropriation. "Performance-based budgeting" does not mean17

incremental budgeting that focuses on justifying changes from the18

historic budget or to line-item input-driven budgets.19

(g) "Goals" means the statements of purpose that identify a desired20

result or outcome. The statements shall be realistic, achievable,21

directive, assignable, evaluative, and logically linked to the agency’s22

mission and statutory mandate.23

(h) "Strategic plan" means the strategies agencies create for24

investment choices in the future. All agency strategic plans shall25

present alternative investment strategies for providing services.26

Transportation agencies shall continue to2

refine the following activities in order to establish a performance-3

based budgeting process for the 2003-05 biennial budget:4

mission; and (iv) whether there are any funds saved by the agency’s10

performance.11

(5) The transportation agencies shall each designate a program or12

programs to test the effectiveness of performance-based budgeting for13

the 2003-05 budget submittal period.14

(5) The joint task force on ferries is created.12

(a) The joint task force on ferries is composed of:13

(i) Eight members of the legislature selected as follows:14

(A) Four members of the senate, two from each of the major15

caucuses, to be appointed by the president of the senate, who shall16

select one of the four senate members as cochair;17

(B) Four members of the house of representatives, two from each of18

the major caucuses, to be appointed by the cospeaker of the respective19

caucus. The cospeakers shall jointly select one of the four house20

members as cochair; and21

(C) The members appointed from each major caucus of the senate and22

the house of representatives must include one member from a legislative23

district that encompasses a terminus of a Washington state ferry route24

and one from a legislative district that does not include a terminus of25

a Washington state ferry route;26

(ii) At least one person designated by the cochairs representing27

each of the following:28

(A) Ferry advisory committees;29

(B) Persons who do not use ferries;30

(C) Labor organizations representing ferry workers;31

(D) Washington State Ferries;32

(E) Transit operators;33

(F) The office of financial management; and34

(G) Other groups as deemed appropriate by the cochairs of the task35

force.36

(b) The transportation committees shall provide staff support as37

mutually agreed by the cochairs of the joint task force.38
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(c) The legislative transportation committee shall pay the expenses1

of the legislative committee members.2

(d) The joint task force on ferries shall report to the full3

legislature at the beginning of the 2001 legislative session. The4

report must include, but not be limited to, analysis and5

recommendations on the following:6

(i) Establishment of a long-term goal for recovery of operating7

costs from fare revenue;8

(ii) Options for further cuts in ferry service or full or partial9

restoration of ferry service cuts;10

(iii) Feasibility of full or partial privatization of the ferry11

system, public-private partnerships, or state and local partnerships;12

and13

(iv) Establishing the short-term and long-term capital needs of the14

Washington state ferry system.15
